STOCKHOLM— (/I1)—Now and then 


n Swedish worker moves into n new 
little cottnge, with a small cowshed 
and n piece of land—without paying 
down a penny for the privilege. 


That sounds like n form of Utopia. 


It is. in reality, a part of the "work- 
ers' small holdings" movement, one of 
the most successful social experiments 
in Sweden. 


Today there arc about 3,000 of these 


small holdings with funds available 
for a further ~2,500 for .iorent workers' 
and others. 


The plan is intended partly to re- 


lieve unemployment. 
It also is a 


gesture toward relief of the farm ten- 
ancy problem, with the stated object 
of "satisfying the social demand that 
the population of the country districts 
should be the owners of the land they 
till." 


Loan Is Divided 


Those aided by the movement have 


been forestworkcrs and lumbermen, 
subject 
to seasonal 
unemployment, 


along with agricultural laborers, fish- 
ermen and quarrymcn. 


The loans which make possible these 


small holdings are divided into two 
parts, one to be paid by installment, 
the other permanent. The permanent 
loan equals the purchase price of the 
ground plus a possible contribution 
towards its cultivation. It has a max- 
imum of 2,000 (about $500). 


The installment-payment loan goes 


payment-free for five years. The re- 
cipient then pays off, interest-free one- 
thirtieth of tlie loan annually for a 
period of 30 years. This means a pay- 
ment of from ?30 to ?50 yearly, or about 
the amount paid for rental of a farm 
of that size. 


Qualifications Set High 


For these loans the Swedish govern- 


ment since .1933 has voted a totiil of 
25 million kroner (about $(>,250,OOG) and 
iin additional 12 million kronor has 
been requested this year. 


Personal qualifications for obtain- 


ing one of these workers' small hold- 
ings are sc;t high. Local authorities co- 
operate in scection of hind and in the 
building required.

In many cases in which persons have 


a sense of fullness or distention in the 
stomach after taking a very small 
quantity of food, it is found that the 
stomach has failed to relax as it should 
when the food is swallowed. 


Occasionally this sense of fullness is 


due to eating too rapidly and chewing 
the food insufficiently. 


Belching of gas is more likely to ac- 


company an ulcer of the stomach than 
it is inflammation of the gallbladder, 
yet inflammation of the gallbladder 
may give all the symptoms usually as- 
sociated with some disturbance of the 
stomach or of the digestion. 


Occasionally a pain the abdomen 


may actually be due to inflammation 
of the bones of the spine: Rheuma- 
tism or arthritis affecting the spine 
will reflect itself in pain in the front, 
although sooner or later the pain will 
be related back to the spine, and pain 
will be noticed particularly on chang- 
ing the posture or on being jolted in a 
niotor car. 


Severe pain in the stomach some- 


times is associated with a condition 
affecting the teeth. Many persons com- 
plain particularly of such pains after 
a few teeth have been extracted for 
some definite cause. 


A persistent pain should never be 


neglected. A recurring pain should 
never be neglected. Most conditions 
that have been mentioned are amen- 
able to treatment, if diagnosed early 
and treated early; but they may spread 
and become much more serious, if 
neglected.

No one predicts peace, nowadays. Prac- 


tically every observer who takes a look at 
the European situation comes back to re- 
port that the world is teetering, with the 
out look getting progressively darker as 
time advances. 


The shipyards and the factories are 


working overtime in every industrial coun- 
try-on earth, forging new weapons: from 
all sides come reports of marching men, 
soaring airplanes, and tensely watchful 
waiting in the foreign offices. 


But is this war for which everyone is pre- 


paring, doomed to happen, after all? Isn't 
there slightly better than an outside chance 
that it will not take place? 


Hasn't the ordinary man—who doesn't 


want to die before his time, and who has a 
lot of things to do that he won't be able to 
do if war comes—hasn't he some reason for 
believing that he will be permitted to live, 
and do the things he wants to do?

THERE is this to think of. When a dan-

The foundation of the program is n 


45-piece orchestra that can Interpret— 
and does—«very kind of tune the na- 
tion to dancing to. Even other well- 
known dance band lenders admit that 
the Chesterfield orchestra is in a class 
by itself. If it is n dreamy waltz you 
want, Kostelanel/. will give it to you 
—or, perhaps, if you are in n mood 
which calls for "Alexander's Ragtime 
Band" or something like the "Sugar 
Foot Stomp" the talented Chesterfield 
conductor is ready to oblige. With the 
use of brilliant arrangements, Koste- 
lanetz transforms his orchestra from 
an ensemble of melodious strings to a 
band of "hot brasses" almost, it seems, 
with magic.

WASHINGTON.-It can scarcely be 


questioned that the resettlement ad- 
ministration has set a new style in 
government photography, of which the 
controversial picture of the steer skull 
and dried water hole was a sample. 


Dakota editors criticized the reset- 


tlement administration for "faking" 
photographs to make the drouth seem 
more horrible and thus perhaps to fur- 
ther sentiment for resettlement opera- 
ations. 


The editors protested that a photo- 


grapher had used but one steer skull 
moving it about for different pictures. 
The resettlement administration ex- 
plained that one picture was taken of 
the bleached skull in » dried mud hole. 
Then the skull was moved "about Inn 
feet" and photographed in the fore- 
ground of a parched grass plain. 


Pictures Rare in Past 


Government phootgraplis on sociol- 


ogical questions in years punt have 
been rare. Rather they have ended 
largely to demonstrate conditions such 
as need of forest fire protection, or 
merely to record progress on govern- 
ment propects, such as dams and fire 
lookout towers. 


The forest service, for example, will 


supply on request photoraphs illus- 
trating the effects of good and bad 
range management, good and bad game 
management, and good and bad forest 
management. Rarely is the next step 
taken of showing a hungry farm fam- 
ily impoverished by burning of sur- 
rounding timber and grazing upon 
which they had depended. 


It was the resettlement administra- 


tion that took that step. The photo- 
graph of the bleached skull was only 
one of u host of pictures taken.

Mexican who, the caption says, gives 
his age as 45 but looks 70. He has 
been "burnt out" by arduous picking 
of peas on the piece-work schedule. 


All Propaganda 


The 
resettlement 
administration 


makes no bones about the fact that 
the pictures are effective propaganda. 
But then the forest service never dis- 
tributed q photograph of a raging fire 
in the timber without recognizing its 
value in stirring publii; sentiment to 
greater protective efforts.

Reserve Banks Not 


to Cover Dividend 


Low Rate of Return on 


Government Securities 


Is Alleged Cause 


WASHINGTON — (/P)- Low i nterest 


rates on government securities were 
shown Friday to have cut so deeply 
into the earnings of the 12 Federal Re- 
serve banks this year that for the first 
time since 1924 they may not have suf- 
ficient income to cover dividends. 


The September Federal Reserve bul- 


letin disclosed that for the first six 
months of the year the net earnings 
of the banks fell short of dividend pay- 
ments by $743,34.8. 


Not since 1924 have the banks failed 


to earn their annual 6 per cent divi- 
dends for a full year. The only half- 
years statistics available show they 
earned almost 53,000,000 over dividends 
in 1935. 


'However, it was believed possible 


that the banks might make up the 
deficit by the end of this year. 


The banks' portfolio consists largely 


of government obligations, holding of 
which have remained around $2,500,000 
for the last year or more. 


Earnings from such securities for 


the first half of this year were listed 
at $17,615,195, or 53,170,000 under the 
similar 1935 period. 


Earnings on industrial advances, 


however, increased for the six months
